1995 NENA MEDAL 


This year's NENA medal commemorates the 
1995 NENA 51st Conference and Convention as 
well as the bicentennial of the first United 
States gold eagle ($10) coin. 

The coinage Act of 1792 established the 
Philadelphia Mint and provided for coinage in 
cents, dollars and eagles. Copper cents were 
issued in 1793 but the first delivery of 
eagles did not take place until Sept. 27, 1795 
The delivery consisted of 1097 pcs. In all, 
5583 gold eagles were minted in four types in 
1795. These first gold coins were designed 
and engraved by Robert Scot and were .917 fine 

This medal (depicted on the cover of the 
convention program) was designed by Clayton F. 
Sherry of Springfield, Mass. Mr. Sherry also 
designed the 1973 and 1991 NENA Convention 
medals. The medals have been issued in serial 
numbered silver, gold plated bronze and an¬ 
tiqued bronze as well as unnumbered silver and 
gold plated bronze versions.
